New Obama plan to cut down on 
oil market fraud 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama, under 
pressure from high gasoline 
prices in an election year, yester¬ 
day unveiled a new five-point 
plan to cut down on fraud and 
manipulation in the oil market. 

The White House said in a 
statement that Americans 
needed to know oil markets 
were not influenced illegally 
when "instability in the Middle 
East is contributing to rising 
global oil prices that impact con¬ 
sumers at the pump." 

Officials said the effort 
would include a request from 
Congress to fund more surveil¬ 
lance and enforcement staff to 
monitor oil futures trading at the 


Another remarkable demonstration of artistry and 
ingenuity at the 


US Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission (CFTC). 

Obama's effort would also 
fund technology upgrades to aid 
oversight and surveillance of the 
energy market and increase civil 
and criminal penalties for those 
found guilty of market manipu¬ 
lation from $1 million to $10 
million. 

Other steps include measures 
to help the CFTC deal with in¬ 
creased price volatility and to 
prevent excessive market spec¬ 
ulation, disruption and volatility. 

The president rolled out the 
plan in an announcement in the 
White House Rose Garden at 11 
am, the White House said. 

Obama is under rising politi¬ 
cal pressure for more action on 
high gasoline prices, which 
while low by some European 


standards, averaged $3.9 per 
gallon of regular gasoline yester¬ 
day, according to the American 
Automobile Association. 

Republicans say Obama is to 
blame for high oil prices, de¬ 
manding more oil and gas 
drilling in America, and want the 
president to endorse the blocked 
Keystone XL pipeline project 
from Canada to the US Gulf 
Coast. 

"If there's fraud going on, the 
administration has the tools to 
stop it," said Brendan Buck, 
spokesman for John Boehner, 
speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. "The truth is the pres¬ 
ident's policies are restricting 
American energy production, 
and he's looking for a scapegoat. 
The American people aren't 
going to buy it."

Part of the next phase of the 
Landside Development project 
at the Aeropuerto Intemacional 
Reina Beatrix, the Aruba Air¬ 
port Authority N.V. (AAA) is 
to modify the primary road 
lane and the secondary road 
lane in order to enhance the 
quality of service to the airport 
users, namely the taxi staging 
area, the taxi, bus and public 
pick up and drop off areas will 
be completely modified. As 
of April 16, 2012, the contrac¬ 
tor will barricade and close 
part of the access and egress 
road to the airport terminal in 
order to execute the modifica¬ 
tion as mention on the primary 
and the secondary road lane. 

The taxi staging area cur¬

Within this new normal, gov- 
ernment-as-always and busi- 
ness-as-usual will not suffice, 
and seeking new innovative 
ways of development are a 
strategic imperative. Conse¬ 
quently, while acknowledging 
the importance of existing in¬ 
ternationally-oriented eco¬ 
nomic architectures of trade, 
tourism, financial and educa¬ 
tional services, his keynote 
will not discuss or delve into a 
one-size fits all recipe of, e.g., 
macro-economic stability, fis¬ 
cal prudence, parliamentary 
democracy, good governance, 
micro-economic efficiency, 
(tourism) market competitive¬ 
ness, foreign direct invest¬ 
ments, trade relations, labor 
productivity, educational de¬ 


velopment, social cohesion, 
gender equity, heritage preser¬ 
vation, and/or environmental 
conservation. 

These are standard pre¬ 
scriptions and ‘best practices’ 
that have been proven - al¬ 
though not always imple¬ 
mented - for well over two 
decades in discussions on is¬ 
land development. They repre¬ 
sent a ‘must’ for relative 
economic development and 
comparative competitiveness. 
Simply put, these are basic re¬ 
quirements for entering the 
global competitive game, but 
are not sufficient to sustain 
competitiveness in a context of 
not only changing rules, but 
more importantly, changing 
games. 


During his keynote address,

Despite scandal, Obama 
confident in Secret Service 
boss 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House Tuesday ex¬ 
pressed confidence in the chief 
of the US Secret Service, but 
the elite bodyguard unit's 
Colombian sex scandal deep¬ 
ened, with claims that 20 
women were involved. 

Secret Service Director 
Mark Sullivan is coming under 
increasing political pressure 
over allegations that agents sent 
to the Caribbean resort of 
Cartagena ahead of President 
Barack Obama's weekend visit 
consorted with prostitutes. 

"The president has confi¬ 
dence in the director of the Se¬ 
cret Service," White House 
spokesman Jay Camey said. 

"Secret Service Director 
Sullivan acted quickly in re¬ 
sponse to the incident and is 
overseeing an investigation as 
we speak into the matter," Car¬ 
ney said. 


DOHA (AFP) - Qatari Prime 
Minister Sheikh Hamad bin 
Jassem al-Thani said Tuesday 
that Syria is not complying 
with UN-Arab envoy Kofi 
Annan's peace plan and that it 
has failed to show any change 
to its approach. 

"The Syrian regime has not 
complied with any" of the six 
points in Annan's plan, Sheikh 
Hamad told reporters follow¬ 
ing an Arab ministerial meet¬ 
ing in Doha. 

"Until now we haven't seen 
any crucial changes in the way 
the Syrian regime is dealing 
with" the plan, he said. "We 
hope the killing would stop in 
Syria in order for the imple¬ 
mentation to seriously begin." 

The meeting comes as UN 
observers admitted they face a 


But Obama's spokesman did 
not directly respond to a ques¬ 
tion over whether Sullivan 
should step down if the probe 
finds Secret Service agents 
acted improperly ahead of the 
Summit of the Americas. 

Obama has said he would be 
"angry" if the allegations are 
proven true, and has stressed 
US officials of all levels had a 
duty to behave properly when 
abroad representing their coun¬ 
try. 

US Republican Senator 
Susan Collins, meanwhile of¬ 
fered new details after a brief¬ 
ing from Sullivan on the 
alleged incident, which became 
public soon after Obama ar¬ 
rived in Colombia for the Sum¬ 
mit of the Americas. 

"Some 20 women foreign 
nationals were brought to the 
hotel in (Colombia), but al¬ 
legedly marines were involved 


tough task to firm up a cease¬ 
fire in Syria, as seven civilians 
were killed in the latest vio¬ 
lence on the sixth day of a ten¬ 
uous truce. 

When asked about arming 
rebels, the Qatari premier said: 
"No, we haven't armed the op¬ 
position." 

But "if the situation remains 
unresolved, the Syrian people 
must be helped to defend 
themselves," he said. 

Qatar has taken a hawkish 
stance in favour of the year-old 
rebellion against Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad. 

On Monday, Qatar's Emir 
Sheikh Hamad bin Khalifa al- 
Thani said the chances of 
Annan's plan succeeding "are 
no higher than three percent", 
and that Syrians should not be 


with the rest." she said in a 
statement. 

She warned that the security 
implications of the incident 
were "potentially extremely se¬ 
rious" amid fears the agents ex¬ 
posed themselves to blackmail. 

Collins, the ranking Repub¬ 
lican on the Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs 
Committee said Sullivan told 
her that the 11 recalled Secret 
Service agents had been inter¬ 
viewed about the incident. 

A government source said 
Sunday that the agents had seen 
their top secret security clear¬ 
ances suspended pending the 
result of the investigation. 

The incident has revived 
questions about the leadership 
of the Secret Service, which 
has an official mandate to pro¬ 
tect the president and his fam¬ 
ily, and also works to combat 
currency counterfeiting and 
fraud.

Assange interviews 
Hezbollah chief in 
Russian TV debut 


MOSCOW (AFP) - WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange on 
Tuesday made his debut as a 
chat show host on a Kremlin- 
funded channel with a deliber¬ 
ately shocking choice of first 
guest — the leader of Hezbol¬ 
lah. 

While still under house ar¬ 
rest in London, the founder of 
the whistle-blowing website 
spoke via video link to Hassan 
Nasrallah, whom both the 
United States and Israel con¬ 
sider a "terrorist." 

Russia aired the show, 
called "The World Tomorrow," 
with fanfare on its international 
RT news channel. 

The multi-lingual channel, 
which makes no secret of giv¬ 
ing the Russian take on world 
affairs and has the slogan 
"Question More," built up an¬ 
ticipation by promising the first 
guest would outrage many. 

"I won't be surprised if after 
the first show the hawks want 
not just to shut down Assange 
but us as well," channel direc¬ 
tor Margarita Simonyan wrote 
on her Twitter account, while 
stressing the guest was As¬ 
sange's choice. 

In his introduction, Assange 
called Nasrallah "one of the 
most extraordinary figures in 
the Middle East," and said he 
would examine why he is 
viewed by some as a "freedom 
fighter" and others as a "terror¬ 
ist." 

Speaking from what was 


described as a secret location in 
Lebanon, Nasrallah beamed 
genially as he laid out the 
group's position on the Syrian 
conflict, flanked by the flags of 
Lebanon and Hezbollah. 

He criticised the "American 
hegemony" and described Is¬ 
rael as an "inimical state" in 
comments dubbed into English 
in what the RT described as his 
"first interview in the West 
since the 2006 Israel-Lebanon 
war." 

During the half-hour show, 
Assange sat at a desk in a small 
room wearing a creased white 
shirt, with books and recording 
equipment visible on shelves 
behind him. 

RT scored a media coup by 
securing the show, while As¬ 
sange said in a promotional in¬ 
terview that he had chosen the 
channel because it had higher 
penetration in the United States 
than Al-Jazeera. 

Russian observers said the 
show's overtly provocative 
stance was bound to attract at¬ 
tention and in some ways 
chimed with Russia's foreign 
policy, which has featured anti- 
American statements during 
the presidential campaign. 

Assange has been under 
house arrest for almost 500 
days, awaiting judgment from 
the Supreme Court in London 
on whether he can be extra¬ 
dited to Sweden for question¬ 
ing over allegations of rape and 
sexual assault

endorses 

Romney 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Speaker of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives John Boehner 
ended his neutrality Tuesday in 
the Republican presidential 
race, endorsing Mitt Romney 
and saying he'd be "proud" to 
help him win the US election. 

"It's clear now Mitt Rom¬ 
ney is going to be our nomi¬ 
nee," Boehner told reporters 
following a bruising, months- 
long battle for the party's nom¬ 
ination to run against President 
Barack Obama in November. 

Boehner had previously 
taken a neutral stance, citing 
his role as chairman of the Re¬ 
publican national convention 
in late August, as he sought to 
"make sure all candidates had 
a fair process and a fair oppor¬ 
tunity." 

A few hours later, Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell followed suit 

Several other leading party 
figures in Congress including 
Boehner's deputy, House ma¬ 
jority leader Eric Cantor, and 
establishment Republicans had 
thrown their support behind 
Romney, a former governor of 
Massachusetts, weeks ago. 

Having stated that the way 
was now clear for Romney to 
seal the nomination, Boehner, 
who became House speaker in 
January 2011 after the Repub¬ 
lican victory in mid-term elec¬ 
tions the previous November, 
backed his decision. 

"Mitt Romney has a set of 
economic policies that can put 
Americans back to work, and 
frankly, contrast sharply with 
the failed economic policies of 
President Obama," said 
Boehner, who has repeatedly 
clashed with the White House 
incumbent on economic pol¬ 
icy. 

Republican Representative 
Rob Woodall also said a Rom¬ 
ney nomination was virtually 
inevitable, but stopped short of 
a direct endorsement. 


British Library buys Europe's oldest book for £9m 


LONDON (AFP) - The St 
Cuthbert gospel, Europe's 
oldest intact book, will re¬ 
main in Britain after a record- 
breaking fundraising 

campaign by the British Li¬ 
brary. 

Half of the £9 million 
($14.2 million, 10.8 million 
euros) required to purchase 
the 7th Century copy of the 
Gospel of St John came from 


the The National Heritage 
Memorial Fund with charita¬ 
ble foundations, trusts and 
the public making up the rest. 

It is the largest ever cam¬ 
paign mounted by the library 
and ensures the manuscript, 
which was buried with the 
early English Christian leader 
on Lindisfarne, off north east 
England, in about 698 AD, 
stays in the UK. 


"To look at this small and 
intensely beautiful treasure 
from the Anglo-Saxon period 
is to see it exactly as those 
who created it in the 7th Cen¬ 
tury would have seen it," said 
Lynne Brindley, the library's 
chief executive. 

"The exquisite binding, 
the pages, even the sewing 
structure survive intact, offer¬ 
ing us a direct connection 


with our forebears 1300 years 
ago. 

"This was a once-in-a-life- 
time opportunity to secure 
the gospel for the nation and 
we were both grateful and 
touched that so many people 
felt moved to support our 
campaign," she added. 

The book was rediscov¬ 
ered in Durham Cathedral in 
1104 when a Viking raid 


forced the coffin to be 
moved. 

The gospel, which has 
been on loan to the library 
since 1979, was sold by the 
clergical Society of Jesus 
(British Province) to raise 
money for education and 
restoration work. 

It will now be displayed 
equally at the library and in 
the north east of England.

Anti-AIDS pill makes 
cash sense for some 
gays 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Gay 
men who have five or more 
sex partners per year are part 
of a high-risk group that could 
benefit from a daily pill to 
ward off HIV, said a cost-ben¬ 
efit analysis by US researchers 
on Monday. 

The study by experts at 
Stanford University, published 
in the Annals of Internal Med¬ 
icine, looked at the costs in¬ 
volved with prescribing a $26 
a day pill to men who have sex 
with men. 

The pill, Truvada (tenofovir- 
emtricitabine), was shown in a 
landmark 2010 trial published 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine to prevent HIV in¬ 
fections in as many as 73 per¬ 
cent of gay men who took it 
regularly. 

Gay men account for the 
more than half of the 56,000 
new cases yearly of human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus in the 
United States, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

However, questions have 
been raised about whether it 
would make financial sense to 
recommend that large popula¬ 
tions of gay men take a daily 
pill as prevention, or a tech¬ 
nique known as pre-exposure 
prophylaxis (PrEP). 

Prescribing the pill gener¬ 
ally to men who have sex with 
men in the United States 
would cost $495 billion over 
20 years, but targeting those at 
highest risk only would bring 
costs down to $85 billion, said 


the study. 

Looking out over the next 
two decades, researchers cal¬ 
culated a total of 490,000 new 
infections if PrEP is not used. 

But if 20 percent of gay men 
take the pill daily, there would 
be nearly 63,000 fewer infec¬ 
tions. 

And if just 20 percent of 
high-risk men took the drug, 
41,000 new infections would 
be prevented over 20 years at 
a cost of about $16.6 billion. 

Researchers used a measure 
of how long people live and 
their quality of life, valued at 
$50,000 per year, versus the 
average costs of the pill and 
doctor visits totaling about 
$10,000 per year. 

"In the current health-care 
climate, PrEP’s costs may be¬ 
come prohibitive, especially 
given the other competing pri¬ 
orities for HIV resources, such 
as providing treatment for in¬ 
fected individuals." 

Previous research has found 
the pill as prevention would 
not make financial sense if 
taken for life, but the Stanford 
team said its formula differed 
because it presumed just a 20- 
year period of pill-taking. 

Truvada is currently avail¬ 
able as a treatment for people 
with HIV in combination with 
other anti-retroviral drugs. 

Drug maker Gilead Sciences 
Inc. of California has filed a 
supplemental new drug appli¬ 
cation to market it for preven¬ 
tion purposes.

Amazon, Apple, Twitter score 
low on clean energy 


(AFP) - Amazon, Apple and 
Twitter were graded poorly 
Tuesday in a Greenpeace 
study of technology titans' use 
of clean energy to power the 
mushrooming Internet cloud, 
but Facebook, Google and 
Yahoo! won praise. 

The environmental char¬ 
ity's "How Clean is your 
Cloud?" report, billed as a ral¬ 
lying cry instead of a critique, 
related to the companies' use 
of data centers and other en¬ 
ergy issues. 

"We are not trying to give 
them a hard time, we are try¬ 
ing to build them up to do the 
right thing,"Greenpeace senior 
campaign specialist Casey 
Harrell told AFP. 

"We love our iPhones, they 
make our lives better; but they 
shouldn't make the planet 
worse." 

Cupertino, California- 
based Apple got "D" grades 
for efficiency of datacenters, 
sharing information about 
power use, and lobbying utili¬ 
ties to provide clean energy. 

Apple was given a flunk¬ 
ing "F" when it came to locat¬ 
ing datacenters in places 
where electricity comes from 


clean sources instead of cli¬ 
mate-ruining coal. 

Apple, however, rejected 
the Greenpeace findings as 
outdated or flat-out wrong, and 
said it was leading the pack 
when it comes to shifting dat¬ 
acenters to clean energy. 

The company's new North 
Carolina datacenter aims to get 
more than 60 percent of its 
power from renewable sources 
including an on-site solar farm 
and a fuel cell installation 
touted as the largest of their 
kind in the United States. 

The facility will be "the 
greenest datacenter ever built" 
and will be joined next year by 
one in Oregon powered com¬ 
pletely by renewable energy, 
according to Apple spokes¬ 
woman Kristin Huguet. 

Amazon.com and its cloud- 
based Amazon Web Services 
got failing grades in all but dat¬ 
acenter energy efficiency, 
where it got a "D." 

Technology firms tend to 
be tight-lipped about datacen¬ 
ter power use for competitive 
reasons, andAmazon.com said 
the information about it de¬ 
duced by Greenpeace was "in¬ 
accurate."

While datacenter efficiency 
is a worthwhile goal, switching 
to clean energy is needed to 
safeguard the health of the 
planet, according to Green¬ 
peace. 

The trend of software 
hosted in the Internet "cloud" 
to provide services such as 
Web-based email, video view¬ 
ing, picture sharing, social net¬ 
working and "tweeting" is 
driving demand for datacen¬ 
ters. 

If the world's datacenters 
were considered a country, it 
would rank fifth when it came 
to electricity consumption in a 
global ranking of nations, ac¬ 
cording to Greenpeace. 

A major factor in locating 
datacenters has been cheap 
electricity, resulting in them 
being built in places where 
utilities generate power by 
burning coal, a prime source of 
climate changing carbon gas 
emissions.

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IMF raises Latin America, Caribbean 
growth outlook 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
oyesterday raised a notch its 
growth estimates for Latin 
America and the Caribbean 
this year, in line with a modest 
advance in the global econ¬ 
omy. 

The IMF projected a 3.7 
percent growth rate for 2012, 
up from its January estimate of 
3.6 percent. For 2013, growth 
in the region was expected to 
pick up a tenth percentage 
point to 4.1 percent. 

The improved outlook 
comes amid slightly faster 
growth in the global economy 
than was seen in January: 3.5 
percent for 2012 and 4.1 per¬ 
cent for 2013. 

Emerging and developing 
economies continued to lead 
global growth, outpacing an 


"anemic" rate in the advanced 
economies. 

The IMF warned that poli¬ 
cymakers needed to remain 
vigilant to potential challenges 
emanating from Europe's debt 
crisis and volatile capital 
flows. 

"The region has had diffi¬ 
culty absorbing hot money in 
the past and this remains an 
ongoing source of vulnerabil¬ 
ity," the IMF said in its twice- 
yearly World Economic 
Outlook report. 

The biggest economies in 
the region have felt "signifi¬ 
cant effects" from the sharp 
swings in risk aversion in 
global markets over the past 
six months. 

"Spillovers to the region 
through trade, financial, and 
banking channels were active 


during recent months but with 
only limited effects on acti¬ 
vity," said the report, issued 
ahead of this week's IMF 
spring meetings. 

Concerns about Europe's 
crisis led to a temporary reduc¬ 
tion in capital flows, but there 
was no reversal of flows, 
which the IMF noted was a 
"net positive for the region." 

Brazil, Latin America's 
powerhouse, was projected to 
grow 3.0 percent this year, un¬ 
changed from the January esti¬ 
mate; Mexico's economy 
would expand 3.6 percent, 
while Peru's rate was the high¬ 
est in the region, at 5.5 percent. 

Argentina was poised for 
4.2 percent growth, the IMF 
report said, noting that the 
quality of the government's 
data remained in question.

Venezuela's PDVSA sees 42% profit 
jump in 2011 


CARACAS (AFP) - Surging 
crude oil prices helped push 
the 2011 profit of Venezuela's 
state-owned oil group PDVSA 
up 42 percent to $4,496 billion, 
Energy Minister Rafael 


Ramirez announced yesterday. 

Ramirez, who is also head 
of the company, released the 
annual report showing rev¬ 
enues up 31.4 percent from a 
year earlier to $124.75 billion. 


Petroleos de Venezuela, the 
main source of revenue for 
firebrand President Hugo 
Chavez's government, benefit- 
ted from the rise in global 
crude oil prices following the 
Arab Spring uprisings. The av¬ 
erage price was $101 per bar¬ 
rel, up 39 percent, PDVSA 
said. 

Ramirez, quoted by the 
state news agency AVN, said 
PDVSA expects to boost in¬ 
vestments by 12 percent to $ 18 
billion in a move aimed at in¬ 
creasing production. 

The South American nation 
says it produces three million 
barrels per day, although the 
Organization of Oil Exporting 
Countries estimates production 
at 2.3 million barrels. 

OPEC last year estimated 
Venezuelan reserves at 296.5 
billion barrels, which would 
make it the largest in the 
world, ahead of Saudi Arabia. 
Last month, government offi¬ 
cials said the reserves were 
even higher at 297.57 billion.

ECB deputy: Markets have 
overreacted on Spain 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
financial markets have "over¬ 
reacted" with regard to Spain, 
European Central Bank 
deputy president Vitor Con- 
stancio said yesterday as 
Spanish borrowing costs rose 
sharply amid renewed euro¬ 
zone debt tensions. 

"Well, we think that mar¬ 
kets perhaps overreacted. We 
hope that all the clarifications 
and decisions taken by the 
government will change mar¬ 
ket perceptions," Constancio 
told reporters on the sidelines 
of an ECB conference. 


"We trust that the commit¬ 
ments that have been ap¬ 
proved will be fulfilled and 
the targets will be achieved. 
It's now a matter, we think, of 
time that these will really 
work out," he said, referring 
to Spanish government meas¬ 
ures to tackle the crisis. 

The eurozone bond mar¬ 
kets have been tense in recent 
days but yesterday Spain 
managed to sell short-term 
debt, showing that it still has 
access to the market, but at 
sharply increased interest 
rates. 


Spain warns Argentina 
over Repsol takeover 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain 
warned yesterday that Ar¬ 
gentina's takeover of oil giant 
Repsol's YPF subsidiary broke 
a "good understanding" be¬ 
tween the two as Repsol de¬ 
manded at least $10 billion in 
compensation. 

The government backed the 
company, angrily pledging to 
take a range of measures 
against Argentina after its pre¬ 
sident, Cristina Kirchner, an¬ 
nounced she would nationalise 
the firm in defiance of Madrid's 
demands. 

The European Union, too, 
warned Buenos Aires that it 
was sending the wrong signal 
to investors who dumped Rep¬ 
sol shares, sending them 6.06 
percent lower. 

"These acts will not remain 
unpunished," promised Repsol 
executive chairman Antonio 
Brufau after Argentina's deci¬ 
sion to take 51 percent of YPF, 
virtually wiping out Repsol's a 
57.4 percent holding. 

Repsol would seek an 
amount at least equal to the 
value of its stake in YPF, which 
the firm estimates at $10.5 bil¬ 
lion, the Repsol chief said. 

"Repsol will launch all legal 
actions that are within its 


reach," Brufau vowed, saying 
he had a wide range of options 
including constitutional, com¬ 
mercial and civil actions. 

Spain's government sum¬ 
moned Argentina's ambassa¬ 
dor, Carlos Bettini, for the 
second time in five days to ask 
why Buenos Aires had ignored 
warnings against intervening in 
the Repsol subsidiary. 

"Argentina has shot itself in 
the foot in a serious way," For¬ 
eign Minister Jose Manuel 
Garcia-Margallo told reporters. 

"What worries me is that 
this means a cut, or at least dis¬ 
trust, in relations that have been 
really fraternal for a very long 
time," he said.

WARSAW (AFP) - Poland’s 
ex-sports minister Tomasz Li- 
piec was Tuesday sentenced to 
three and a half years in prison 
for corruption, as the Euro 
2012 host nation continues to 
battle against graft on and off 
the pitch. 

Besides ordering the 41- 
year-old to serve time behind 
bars, a Warsaw court also 
banned him from holding any 
state post for 10 years. 

Ironically, former Olympic- 
level race walker and journalist 
Lipiec was appointed in 2005 
to step up the fight against cor¬ 
ruption, which has long tar¬ 
nished the image of Polish 
football in particular. 

He was tapped by the then 
conservative coalition govern¬ 
ment, which had made battling 
graft a major plank of its 2005 
election campaign, where it 
beat a corruption-mired left- 
wing administration. 

Lipiec was fired in July 
2007 after two of his aides 
were arrested in a probe of 


minute after Bayern captain

Lipiec was backed by a far- 
right party in the coalition, and 
his political demise con¬ 
tributed to the collapse of the 
government, leading to an Oc¬ 
tober 2005 snap election which 
the conservatives lost to 
Poland's current centrist ad¬ 
ministration. 

He was charged specifically 
with having taken bribes to¬ 
talling 100,000 zloty (24,000 
euros, $31,000) in the Central 
Sports Centre case. 

In addition, he was accused 
of having raked in 170,000 
zloty in bribes related to the re¬ 
furbishment of a municipal ice 
rink when he was the Warsaw 
city official in charge of sport 
in 2004 to 2005. 

Lipiec was also ordered to 
pay back 31,500 zloty in funds 
he received from Warsaw city 
hall and government coffers 
for phoney childcare and 
chauffeur services. 

The Lipiec case is just one 
of a plethora related to corrup¬ 
tion on Poland's sports scene, 
most of which relate to match- 
fixing in football. 

Over 600 individuals have 
been jailed or are being prose¬ 
cuted - including players, refer¬ 
ees, club officials and 
middle-men - and a handful of 
clubs from various divisions 
have been relegated as punish¬ 
ment. 

With less than two months 
left until the European champi¬ 
onships kick off in Poland and 
neighbouring Ukraine, the lead¬ 
ership of the Polish football 
federation has also faced claims 
of bribery, which it rejects.

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Late Gomez strike gives Bayern win over Real 
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Boxing: Dawson will try to 
humble age-defying Hopkins 



ATLANTIC CITY (AFP) - 
Chad Dawson says Bernard 
Hopkins faked an injury to es¬ 
cape a lopsided defeat last Oc¬ 
tober and plans to pick up 
where he left off in a world 
light-heavyweight title re¬ 
match next week. 

Hopkins, boxing's oldest- 
ever champion at age 47, de¬ 
fends his World Boxing 
Council crown on April 28 at 
Atlantic City in a rematch of a 
bout that ended in round two 
when Dawson lifted Hopkins 
by the leg and slammed him to 
the canvas. 

The fight was halted with 
Hopkins suffering a left shoul¬ 
der dislocation. Referee Pat 
Russell awarded the fight to 
Dawson, saying no foul was 
committed, but the result was 
overturned to no-decision and 
a title rematch ordered. 

Dawson, 30-1 with 17 
knockouts, says he could tell 
in the ring that Hopkins 
wanted no part of the 29-year- 
old US southpaw six months 
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ago. 

"I don't really believe 
Bernard Hopkins was hurt," 
Dawson said. "He showed he 
didn't really want to be in the 
ring with me. 

Hopkins, 52-5 with two 
drawn and 32 knockouts, said 
that Dawson can think what¬ 
ever he likes and that he has 
made no future plans beyond 
his next fight. 

"I'm not going to get into a 
dog and cat fight. There ain't 
too much for me to say. It's 
about what I do," Hopkins 
said. "Right now I want to beat 
Chad Dawson. We'll see what 
the future holds after I beat 
Chad Dawson." 

Hopkins' motivation for a 
rematch came into question, 
with promoter Richard Schae¬ 
fer saying Hopkins wanted the 
challenge and Dawson pro¬ 
moter Gary Shaw saying the 
mandated title rematch forced 
his hand. 

Dawson said Hopkins had 


little choice. 

"I guess it's all about his 
legacy," Dawson said. "If I 
was him I wouldn't want to go 
out on a bad note like that, 
ducking somebody." 

Hopkins gave a simpler rea¬ 
son — "Because I'm a legend" 
— among several rants on 
Tuesday about his career, say¬ 
ing that even if he beats Daw¬ 
son, some will diminish the 
feat — "Look for an excuse 
when it's all said and done." 

Hopkins railed against box¬ 
ing politics that kept him from 
fighting from more than a year 
after a 2008 upset victory over 
Kelly Pavlik at Atlantic City 
and the desire to promote 
younger fighters that he keeps 
beating. 

"Maybe Bernard Hopkins is 
just better than a generation. 
They just don't want to give 
me the credit," Hopkins said. 

"I believe I'm the most 
under-rated fighter that ever 
laced on a pair of gloves and 
reached the level I've reached 
in my 24-year career and that's 
the motivation for me to keep 
proving who I am." 

Dawson gives full respect 
for all that Hopkins has ac¬ 
complished but plans on leav¬ 
ing no doubt as to who is the 
better fighter this time, possi¬ 
bly by inflicting the first 
knockout defeat of Hopkins' 
career. 


Injured Clijsters gives up 
on clay season 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgium's 
Kim Clijsters announced on 
Tuesday that she will bypass the 
clay season, including the French 
Open, in the hope of recovering 
from a hip injury in time for the 
grass season and the Olympic 
Games. 

"The rehabilitation process 
following Kim's hip injury is 
going more slowly than ex¬ 
pected," read a statement on the 
former world number one's web¬ 
site. 

Clijsters intends to make her 


return to action at the Rosmalen 
tournament in the Netherlands, 
which begins on June 17. 

The 28-year-old sustained the 
injury during a match at the 
Miami Masters last month. 

Her withdrawal from the tour¬ 
nament prompted the Belgian 
media to speculate that she might 
be about to call time on her ca¬ 
reer, but Clijsters, who quit the 
sport in 2007 only to return two 
seasons later after having a child, 
"vigorously denied" having any 
thoughts about retirement. 


Romanian loses appeal over 
US basketball player's death 


BUCHAREST (AFP) - A 
Bucharest court on Tuesday 
threw out an appeal by a 25- 
year-old Romanian against a 
five-year jail sentence for the 
fatal beating of US basketball 
player Chauncey Hardy, Medi- 
afax news agency reported. 

Ionut Adrian Tanasoaia was 
found guilty in February of "in¬ 
flicting deadly blows" on the 
former Sacred Heart Univer¬ 
sity, Connecticut player in 
Giurgiu, southern Romania 
during the night of October 8 to 


9, 2011. 

On Tuesday, the appeals 
court upheld the five year sen¬ 
tence. 

Hardy, 23, who was playing 
for CSS Giurgiu, was severely 
beaten in a bar while he was 
celebrating victory over rivals 
Dinamo Bucharest. 

He died a few hours later in 
hospital. 

Tanasoia had turned himself 
in a day after the attack, admit¬ 
ting he had hit the US player.
